QUIETNESS PREVAILS 


Both in This Country and Cuba. 


Government Decides Today to 


Send Food to Cuba. 


BY TELEGRAPH. 


Havana, March 2.—The city is quiet to- 


day, though public and private greeting 
to the Spanish cruiser Vizeaya which 
arrived here last evening have not lessened 
in fervor. The divers are working hard 
upon the wreck of the Maine, but it is 
feared that many of the dead were blown 
to pieces, which would account for the 
failure to find their bodies where ^ex- 
pected. This, however, cannot be true of 
Lieut. Jenkins, and it is hoped that his 
body will be recovered today. 


Senator Proctor has gone to Matanzas 


where he will spend the day accompa- 
nied by Clara Barton and Mrs. Ward, 


, Provisions for Cuba. 


"Washington, March 2.—Secretary Long 


has decided to send a naval vessel to Cuba 
at once with 40 or 50 tons of provisions for 
the relief of the suffering. The vessel will 
go to Matanzas or Santiago. It is said 
that emergency exists that makes it nec- 
essary to despitch provisions at once in 
order to succor the starving. The vessel 
to be sent will be selected this afternoon.

Tlie Court of Inquiry- 


Key West, Fla., March 2.—The United 


States naval court of inquiry into the loss 
of the Maine resumed its sessions here at 
10 this morning. Ten more enlisted men 
were examined by the full board and 
Commander Forsyth, the first of the wit- 
nesses not on the list of the Maine's orew, 
was called and it is understood gave tes- 
timony regarding the coaling of the 
battleship at the navy yard here. 


The fact is becoming more evident Hg 


the days pass that any information direct 
from the members of.ihe court and from 
those appearing before it is most closely 
guarded and that practically nothing of 
the testimony presented to the court has 
been disclosed. Naval officers at this sta- 
tion who are not connected with the 
court express the guarded view that very 
little testimony has yet been heard tend- 
ing to show that the explosion was the 
result of a conspiracy or as to the exact 
causes of the disaster. 


Interest in the proceedings nas nasseu 


somewhat owing to the futility of all at- 
tempts to gratify the general-curiosity. 
The correspondent of the Associated 
Press plaed before one of the members 
of the court the letter giving alleged 
details of the fileing of the Maine's tor- 
pedo holes with dynamite cartridges and 
their subsequent explosion by an elec- 
tric wire. The member said the develop- 
ments had been officially before the 
court. The Cubans here are constantly 
receiving mysterious missives from Ha- 
vana purporting to reveal the method by 
•which the Maine was sent to destruc- 
tion, but as there are as many sugges- 
tions or theories as there are letters 
little reliance can be placed upon any. 


The general situation here remains 


the same. The fleet has not moved, 
though there are signs of activity, which 
gave rise to a rumor that an important 
etep was contemplated. Admiral Sicard, 
when questioned on this point, merely 
reiterated his rather ominous remark 
of Sunday: "There is no movement to- 
day. The ships have steam up always 
and they canigo anywhere." 


Admiral Sicard haa requested Dr. 


Mfdoney, the mayor, to prevent a local 
demonstration wfipn the funeral of the 
Maine's dead'occurs. He hag asked that 
In the event of- a-parade being formed by 
the residents only American flags shall 
be displayed. Mayor Maloney has prom- 
ised to carry out the wishes as far as 
possible, but doubts whether the strong 
Cuban and anti^Spanish sentiment can 
be suppressed. The funeral arrange- 
ments will be under the direction of 
Commander McCullan of the Marble- 
head. As now planned small details of 
marines will be landed from the vessels 
here and at the Tortugras, and the ar- 
tillery at the barracks will join in paying 
the last honors. 


Spain's Official Participation. 


Washington, March 2.—As he was re- 


turning from the meeting of the cabinet 
Tuesday. Secretary Long remarked that 
it was his deliberate judgment that the 
Question of Spain's official participation 
in the destruction of 
the 
Maine 


was deserving of consideration no 
longer. 
The 
statement 
at 
once 


started much comment and discussion, 
and whan Mr. Long returned to the navy 
department after lunch he found that 
what; he had Intended to convey was be- 
ing given the force of an official declara- 
tion that Spain's responsibility for the 
disaster had Been eliminated. In order 
to make clear his meaning, Mr. Long dic- 
tated a statement to offset enlarged ver- 
sions of what he had said. Persons oc- 
cupying the closest relations with the 
secretary said that the opinion expressed 
was such as anyone might give with the 
facts now at hand. It was not in any 
sense, it was explained, a conclusion 
drawn from new evidence not made pub- 
(lic either from the court of inquiry or 
any officer concerned in the Inquiry. 
Neither facts nor Intimations have come 
from such sources, it is said at the de- 
partment, which would serve as the basis 
for an opinion. It was pointed out that 
the language used was "official partici- 
pation" on the part of tne Spanish gov- 
ernment. This had no bearing on the 
question of Spain's responsibility. In* 
yiase It was shown that the act was due 
to some fanatic- or person unconnected 
with the government, then the question 
of Spain's responsibility would DP atlll 
open.

Ma Indemnity Will Do. 


[Lawrence, Mass., March 2.—Secretary 


Stuart of the Republican city commit- 
tee- has received the following letter 
from Congressman Knox: "Little can 
be said now about poor Cuba, for the 
reason that the time for words has 
passed. Congress is waiting with pa- 
tience for the result of the official inquiry 
into the loss of the Maine and with entire 
confidence that the findings of the court 
trill be In accordance with the facts. If 
it shall be found that our sailors were 
sent to their death-by design while sleep- 
ing in the harbor of a nation with which 
•we were at'peace, then no indemnity will 
satisfy the American people; nothing 
but swift and condfcn punishment to the 
extent of driving the Spaniards from the 
island of Cuba can atone for the atrocity. 
But they will not be forgotten. Their 
names are written on th,e brightest of all 
pages of human history—the page 
•whereon are inscribed the names of 
those who diecl for freedom, for Cuba 
•will soon be free." 


To Relatives of the Sacrificed. 


Washington, March 2.—Consul Gen- 


eral Lee has made a further explana- 
tion of the difficulties In the way of rel- 
atives who seek to secur« the removal 
to the United States of the remains ol 
such of the victims of the Maine ex- 
plosion as have already been interred 
Senator Fairbanks of Indiana requested 
the state department to obtain permis- 
eion for the»«xbumation and removal oi 
the body of young Keyes, and the re- 
quest, being submitted to General Lee. 
called forth the following response? 
"Most of the bodies-buried some weeks 
•ago are unrecognizable. -Against Span- 
ish law to exhume until expiration ol 
five years,.

thorities permit shipment of bodies un- 
less at once embalmed and in metallic 
cases.

ing from $600 to $800 each." 


A Cardinal's Pastoral.

Ha_ 
afterwards censures In the strongest 
terms the neglect with which the Span- 
ish soldiers in Cuba have been treated, 
BO that the mortality among them has 
been terrible. 
He hints, without nam- 


ing: Weyler, that the immorality ol 
"Weyler's administration and Bis ra-- 
pacity have been the probable cause ol 
the death of thousands of soldiers. 


The cardinal says-alter wards: 
"Th6 


deadly colonial war takes away, without 
glory, the flower of our youth. We ara 
seriously menaced with international 
(complications, and with a war that may 
prove still more disastrous. Our finan- 
ces are ruined, our policy doubtful and 
vacillating, cur commerce is ruined, our 
industry expiring, our agriculture an- 
aemie. 
Our psople, having spent its 


energies, its blood, its money in use- 
less battles, and having lost confidencs 
in governments, shows that Indifference 
which frequently precedes dispair, and 
•which may burst out in a, terrible ex- 
plosion of anger and Indignation when 
least expected." 


Transporting; the Injured. 


Havana, March 2.—The steamer Bache 


has been ordered to leave for the Dry 
Tortugas with five American wounded, 
all that are now left here, and one body. 
Admiral Sicard intends having a naval 
funeral over the bodies returned by tin 
Eache, but.may postpone the ceremon? 
until others have been received, so thai 
all may be formally interr«d at the same 
time. 


Yesterday a collision occurred between 


a party of guerillas and several em- 
ployes of the street cleaning department 
near Trlllo park. Mve policemen inter- 
fered to preserve order and, meeting with 
resistance, used their revolvers. Four 
of the combatants were shot and three 
policemen woundsd, one seriously. Three 
Arrests were mads. The affair was only 
a street brawl. 


The Viitaya »* Havana, 


Havana, Marott 2.—TJ»fc Spanish cruis- 


er Vizcaya arrive'd oft M0rrp castle at 
6 o'clock last evening, after a good 
voyage from New York. 
She was met 


by scores of st«am launches and gaily 
decorated yachts with bands, and as she 
steamed to her moorings enthusiastic 
•welcomes were shouted from all the 
quays, which were lined with thousands 
of people. The streets and plazas were 
gay with bunting; rockets were dis- 
charged and there was continuous cheer- 
ing from all the boats. 


Navnl Affairs Committee. 


Washington, March 2.—The naval af- 


fairs committee has agreed on items of 
$1,000,000 for the purchase of smokeless 
powder, 192,000 for the'Srection of build- 
Ings on government fround for the 
manufacture of smokeless powder, with 
the necessary machinery and equipment, 
and $60,000 for arming and equipping the 
naval militia.' The latter item is an 
increase of $10,000 ovtr the estimates 
of Secretary Long, and provides for the 
'arms, accoutrements, signal 
outfits, 


boats and their equipments, and the 
printing or the necessary books of in- 
struction for the militia of the several 
Mates under navy department regula- 
tions. 


BANKRUPTCY BILL. 


Senator Stewart Arrayed In Fierce 


Autogonisism. 
Proposes to 


Enlighten the Country. 


Washington, March 2.—In'tne senate 


Tuesday Senator Stewart declared his 
opposition to an involuntary bankruptcy 
bill at such a time aa this, and he wished 
before the measure was sent to con- 
ference to present some information on 
the subject that would be valuable to 
the conferees. 
"The house bill as- 


sumes," he remarked, "that any man 
Who cannot pay his debts is a criminal. 
It is the most atrocious bill that coiud be 
framed In the present condition of the 
country." 


Mr. Hoar thought the senate conferees 


might be trusted properly to represent 
the senate on this bill, and he appealed 
to Mr. Stewart to permit the measure 
to go to the conference without furthei 
debate. 
& 


"No appeal to me need be made in be- 


half of this diabolical bill," exclaimed 
Mr. Stewart, "I propose to discuss this 
matter fully in order that not only the 
conferees, but the country may know 
What this bill means.'-' 


Mr. Loud, chairman of the postoffice 


committee, a,t yesterday's session of the 
house, statea that the committee would 
offer an amendment to-the bill on second 
class mail matter to allow the transmis- 
sion of sample copies by newspapers and 
periodicals not in excess of 10 percent of 
their bona-fide circulation. 
He sub- 


mitted a gene.r$l argument In favor of 
the bill, dwelling particularly upon the 
vast saving effected annually. 
He said 


that the deficiency in-the postaArevenues 
was steadily Increasing. In 1896 it was 
$9,000,000, last year it was $12,000,000, this 
year it would, be $1,500,000 more—all be- 
cause it cosY the government $43,000,- 
000 to transmit the second class mail 
matter of the- country, which yielded 
to the government a. revenue of but ?3,- 
000,000. 
He" Chained that milch of the 


opposition to this measure had been 
roused by the publishing: houses of New 
York and was Ill-founded in fact. 
It 


had been charged, Mr. Loud said, that 
this bill was in the interest of the ex- 
press companies. 
"If we don't get 


this business," he said, "J don't care who 
gets it." 
Mr Loud- displayed a vast 


nrmouni of" the llterafuffc with which 
congress haa been flooded by the oppo- 
sition to the bill, and he produced evi- 
dence that most of it had been inspired 
directly by publishers who were tho 
beneficiaries of what he termed the "gov- 
ernment bounty." 


Second class mail matter, by the bill, 


Is restricted to newspapers and period- 
icals issued at least four times a year 
from a known office of publication, and 
publications issued under the auspices 
of benevolent or fraternal organizations, 
trades unions or orders having a mem- 
bership not less than 1000. All pub- 
lishers whose publications are admitted 
as second class mail matter are required 
by the bill before depositing such mail 
matter in the postofflce to separate into 
United States mail sacks or bundles, 
states, cities, town* and countries as 
the postmaster general may direct. 


Cabinet Discussed Outrage, 


Washington, March -2.—The cabinet 


discussed yesterday the killing of Post- 
masters in Lake City, S. C., and Ada, 
Ga, 
The president is much disturbed 


by these acts, though he views with 
satisfaction the fact that the southern 
press has expressed its indignation. The 
first impulse of the officials in cases like 
those cited, is to abolish the office where 
the outrage occurs, although it is pointed 
out that such a step would deprive a 
large number of ctlzens who had noth- 
ing to do with the killing- of their postal 
facilities. The president, therefore, finds 
It difficult to lay down a rigid rule that 
could be applied In all cases. 


The office at Lake City has been abol- 


ished, but so far nothing- has been done 
regarding the case at Ada. The latter 
presents unusual features. 


Freeman had been appointed post- 


master, but, not having- assumed his 
duties, was not an officer of the govern- 
ment. 
Unofficial reports which have 


reached the department are not clear 
as to the precise cause for his assassina- 
tion. One Is that he was killed because 
he had been appointed, and another is 
that his death was the result of a quar- 
rel.

A CONSPIRACY. 


Dynamite Bomb Intended For Use In 


Killing; King George. 


Athens, March 2.—The accomplice of 


Karditsa in the attempt on the life of 
King George, a Macedonian workman 
named GSorgii, has been arrested. He 
declares that he acted at tae instigation 
of Karditza, the latter representing that 
to kill the king would be an act of great 
Courage and glorify them both. Giorgii's 
courage oozed out at the last moment 
and he was unable to hit the horses, 
upon which everything depended. 


A bomb has been found near the scene 


cf the attack. It contained-100 drachms 
(if dynamite. Karditza, wh»n examined, 
admitted that he intended to throw the 
bomb Into the king's carriage. The g-en- 
iei'al result of the\ inquiry thus far ap- 
pears to indicate the existence of a con- 
spiracy. 


A Liberal Defeat,

resulted in a virtual If not actual defeat 
for the Liberal government, which has 
held power for more than 25 years. The 
contest has been very exciting. The- 
complexion of the last house was: Lib- 
erals^. 53"; Conservatives, 24; patrons of 
industry, 14; independent, 3. The patrons 
have been practically a branch of the 
Liberal party, so that the government 
has had a majority'of from 30 upwards.

Wilkesba^re, Pa., March 2.—Sheriff 


Martin was the principal witness at yes- 
terday's session of the trial for -the 
shooting in Lattimer. His nervousness 
•was noticeable; he coughed frequently, 
and his hands moved continuously. Af- 
ter describing: his experience with strik- 
ers for days preceding the clash that 
ended in a slaughter the sheriff spoke oi 
that event as follows: 


"Friday morning I reached Drifton 


and found all my deputies there. 
At 


1 in the afternoon I grot a message that 
the strikers were marching through 
Cranberry, bound for Lattimer. 
I 


hurried off with the Hazleton deputies 
to intercept the men at West Hazle- 
ton. 
While going: there I repeated my 


instructions to the deputies about keep- 
ing: cool and avoiding trouble, If pos- 
sible. 
The mob swore at us when we 


appeared, cursed me and would not 
budge when I told them to do so. I 
read my proclamation and walked 
through them, asking them to go home. 
One young man swore at me violently 
and said they would go to Lattimer in 
spite of me. 
I arrested him. 
One 


man picked np a stone, but dropped it 
when I pointed my revolver at him. I 
told the crowd of spectators to go home, 
as the strikers were desperate and there 
might be trouble. 
Finally the strikers 


left the road and started off over some 
lots. 
Soon I heard they were going to 


"Lattimer, and I hurried off with my 
deputies to intercept tttem. I told them 
again to keep cool' and not -to shoot un- 
less our Hves were in dahger. 
After 


lining them up alongside the road I 
told them I would go to meet the strikers 
and try to disperse them. 
A deputy 


asked If he should not go with me. 'No,' 
I said, Til g-o alone.' ^thought one man 
was enough to die at once. 
I felt 


somehow there was going to be trouble. 
I met the strikers about 50 yards from 
the deities and asked them where they 
were going. 
'To stop the Lattimer 


breakers,' a lot of them cried. 
I told 


them they must not go and tried to 
read my proclamation to them, but they 
crowded around me, swtaxing at me and 
hustling me to one side. One man tried 
to grab tee, and I'then attempted to get 
hold of him. but the crowd jumped on 
me add pounded me about the body. I 
dropped my paper and pulled my revol- 
ver. One of the men tried to snatch the 
revolver from me, but failed. 
Then he 


struck me an awful blo;w 1n the face.and 
knocked me to my knees. 
I triad to 


shoot him, but my revolver would n,ot 
explode. 
Th«n the shooting com- 


menced. It Jasted about half a minute. 
In the crowd I saw three men armed 
with revolvers and one with a knife. 
The latter made a stab at me, but missed. 
Two men were shot just behind m* to the 
left. ' I was in the direct line of fire." 


The cross-examination, conducted by 


'Mr. Scarlet, lasted for two hours and 
will be resumed. 
While many details 


were brought out nothing was adduced 
to affect the main story.

ELEVATED CYCLE PATH. 


A Nine Mile Novelty For Cyclists In South- 


era California. 


Bicyclists in southern California are 


rejoicing over the fact that in three 
months there will be completed an ele- 
vated bicycle track between Pasadena 
and Los Angeles. It runs for nine miles 
through a picturesque and charming 
country at an average grade of only 1 
per cent, the steepest gradient being a 
1,000 foot stretch which runs as high 
as 3 per cent. The cycle way is elevated 
18 feet above the general level of the 
country, and in some places is 50 feet 
above the valleys through which it 
passes. 


Electric lights are to te set at inter- 


vals of 100 feet throughout the track, 
which will be 9 feet wide, with a 3 
inch separator in the center to prevent 
collisions between cyclists going in op- 
posite ways. The track will accommo- 
date electric vehicles and horseless car- 
riages as well as bicycles. A toll of 5 
cents each way will be charged for the 
use of the track/Snd as there are 25,000 
bicyclists in Los Angeles and probably 
B, 000 more in Pasadena it is expected 
to be a paying enterprise.—Argonaut.

Mo 
mutter what the result of the first opera- 
tions of bar navy, in loss than 80 days the 
holders of her bonds will call a halt. Thoy 
will demand peace, and the government 
Will be compelled to listen. 


I am assured by men who have made a 


careful study cf this matter that Spain's 
great debt is at once hor clanger and her 
safety. This apparently paradoxical state- 
ment is explained in this way : If she goes 
to war with a superior power, her bond- 
holders will have to aid her to money with 
\vbioh to carry on her operations. They 
will bo forced to do this in self protection, 
for if the war is to fail at the outset, dis- 
astrously and humiliatingly, revolution 
will ba pretty sure to stare t.ho government 
in the face. Something will have to bo 
achieved in the field with which to satisfy 
the populace, something that the masses 
can boast of and feel good about. Having 
once won their applause, the government 
may then proceed to do what is best for 
the nationai safety. 
__ 


At the End of Two Mouths. 


Here the bondholders will step in and 


demand peace. The great capitalists of 
Europe are able to reach every throne. 
They are powerful in the councils of ev- 
ery cabinet. They have their representa- 
tives in every ministry. 
It will not be 


necessary for Spain as a^government to 
bow the suppliant knee to the United 
States and ask for the mediation of some 
foreign power. The bondholders, anxious 
to save tho throne of Spain and their own 
precious money, will attend to that. With- 
in 60 days after the beginning of war some 
foreign power will doubtless intercede for 
Spain. By that time the United States 
should be master of the situation and be 
able to treat for peace without danger of 
losing any of the fruits of victory. By 
that time Cuba should be in our posses- 
sion and forever lost to Spam. If peace is 
to be negotiated then, one of its conditions 
necessarily will be that Spain gives up 
Cuba and pays the United States a great 
war indemnity besides. 


Of course, all this speculation is based 


upon the contingency of wnr — a contin- 
gency which has not yet arisen. But if 
war comes it is pretty obvious to our mil- 
itary strategists that Cuba will fall into 
our hands rather easily. For the same 
reason they believe the Spanish naval 
fleets will concentrate their attention upon 
some Atlantic seaport, probably New 
York. They will hopo to destroy this city 
of their own choice before the American 
fleet can come to the rescue. They would 
aim by such a victory to fire the heart of 
Spain. As soon as the news of the'bom- 
bardment of New York or Boston by a 
Spanish fleet was received in Spain the 
people of that country" would go wild with 
delight. Thegovernment at Madrid would 
be stronger in their affections than ever 
before. Beverses might then come without 
serious danger to the rule of the royal fam- 
ily. 
Sentiment In Spain. 


The people of Spain, the masses, have 


an abiding faith in their ability to whip 
the United States. Of course they are ig- 
norant people. They know- littlo of the 
great world or of the resources of nations. 
But the public men at Madrid and the 
educated, ruling classes throughout the 
peninsula do not think so. -They know 
better. They fully realize that in the end 
the United States must triumph, that 
Spain's cause is hopeless. For this reason 
they will be the more eager to plan a cam- 
paign which promises to gi?e them tho 
prestige of n victory at tho outset. Thoy 
know their own paople and their own dan- 
ger. 


While the country is talking of war a fa- 


mous artist, Carl Bohl Smith of Clficago, is 
hard at work in his studio near the treas- 
ury building in this city fashioning a 
statue of one of the greatest heroes of the 
rebellion, General William Tecumseh Sher- 
man. 
Mr. Smith is, I am glad to say, 


though not a native Ajnorican himself, 
thoroughly American in h5s art ideals. 
Most of tho models submitted in competi- 
tion for tho Sherman statue were from 
sculptors who work with the ideals of tho 
French renaissance uppermost in their 
mind. The Sherman they chiseled was a 
Frenchman. Ho was anything but an 
American. But the committee of old sol- 
diers who had the choice to make for the 
Army -of the Cumberland knew only one 
Sherman — the Sherman they had seen in 
the Held, tbo Sherman of the march to the 
sea, the actual, living gherman.

•French face or figure could bo worked off 
on them. 
Paris Exposition. 


Congress is legislating for the American 


flisplay to be made at. tfie Paris interna- 
tional exposition in 1<<GO. In tbo appropri- 
ation bill I do not see tray provision^ for 
banquets to bs given by the American 
commissioners, but it is a fact that ban- 
quets form one of tho largest items of ex- 
pense at a world's fair. 1 aru told on com- 
petent authority that ec the Chicago fair 
the official banquets cost not less than |1,- 
000,000. The Kusfciaus gave one which 
cost $60,000 and the Japanese one which 
cosfc about $45,000. .The cost of the ban- 
quets which the government will havo to 
give at Paris in 1900 is cstimatod at §250,-' 
000. There must bo a banquet to tho com- 
missioner general of France and his n'^es. 
Them must be another to the commission- 
ers of the various nations. A third will 
have to be given to various international 
officials. Minor banquets will boilecessnry 
to another grade of French authorities. All 
this is in accordance with tho traditions. 
Politeness ntn world's fair comes high, but 
we must have it.

Some Naval Offlcer* Say They Are and Tell 


Why—Will the Honorably Discharged 
Annapolis Graduates Be Restored to the 
Service?—Dr. Gatllng, the Guu Man. 


NEW 
YORK. 
March 
3.—[Special. ]— 


There has been a good deal of boasting 
from dine to time within the last foW 
years about the superiority of the electrical 
appliances on America!] naval vessels over 
similar Installations on tho warships of 
any other nation. But, while ic is un- 
doubtedly true that tho ingenuity and 
number of our devices for tho naval use of 
the mystio current beat the world easily, 
it is also true that some naval officers be- 
lieve we have sadly overdone the matter 
from a practical point oi view. 


"Electric lighting on shipboard Is nn ex- 


cellent thing," said a naval officer to ma 
ihe other day, "and so are some of the oth- 
er electric devices now in use, but some of 
them are positively worse than useless, 
fiven the telephone often refuses to work 
at sea just when wo want it most. 
When 


tbo "telephone ia all right, it is, of course, 
vnstly superior to tho speaking tube, but 
tho latter is much to be preferred above a 
telephone system that ia out of order and, 
to my mind, would be much better than 
the best wire system known In case of ac- 
tion at sod. 


"Tho oleotrio telegraph between tho 


bridge and the engine house is another 
device that hardly a commander in the 
service thinks well of. Installations of 
this sort invariably work beautifully in 
port, but almost as invariably get out of 
order at sea, and in many instances the 
old mechanical telegraph, which never 
fails to work, has been substituted. It is 
ihe same with signal bells, and in timo of 
war a lot of the things that can easily be 
thrown out of adjustment might be found 
wanting. One engagement would teach 
us a whole lot about the trustworthiness 
of them all." 


Will the Graduates Be Restored? 


"We have some hope that measures will 


now bo taken for our relief, regardless of 
the immediate result of the strain between 
tho United States and Spain," said a grad- 
uate of the Naval academy at Annapolis 
who was honorably discharged from the 
service in accordance wibh the law of 1883, 
passed beoauao of the then existing surplus 
of officers, to tho writer this morning. 
"Nearly or quite-BOO of us in all, belong- 
ing to all the classes but two between 1880 
and 1894, have been relegated to private 
life because there would otherwise have 
been too many officers for the enlisted men 
in service. 


"Last winter the disparity was the other 


way, and a joint resolution was introduced 
in congress providing for the reinstate- 
ment of such Annapolis graduates as could 
pass the proper physical and other exami- 
nations. Its passage was opposed by the j 
younger officers now in the service and de- I 
feated, but another movement Is nt present | 
on foot for the passage of a measure which 
has been termed'the personnel bill,' and 
it should meet with no opposition what- 
ever, sinde the navy ig really short of offi- 
cers, cannot be operated properly without 
an increase and cannot be so well officered 
from any other source as from the gradu- 
ates that ore now in civil life. The Army 
nnd Navy Journal said last December that 
the number then living was about 160. 
This was an error; the survivors do Dot 
ezceed 130, of whom 20 or SO only would 
be ready to re-enter the service. Possibly 
there would be more in case real trouble 
were to break out, and it surely would not 
be less. 


"As it-Is naval officers in active service 


are greatly overworked, especially in the 
engineering corps. In my judgment no 
officer regularly commissioned as an engi- 
neer and actually in charge should be 
obliged personally to Shift levers or oil 
machinery. Every engineer should know 
all about working an engine, but such 
purely manual labor Bhould be done by 
'Machinists' and the naval engineers corps j 
should be increased by ensugh men of all 
grades to make this perfectly feasible. A 
sufficiency of men can be had five years 
from now by increasing the number of 
cadets, but a pressing emergency, like war, 
for Instance, could properly be met only 


' by restoring the graduates. 
Even this 


step, however, would not fill up the engi- ' 
neers' corps properly, and recourse will 
surely have to be made to the graduates of 
the various civilian technical schools if it ' 
Is to be rounded ont at this time." 


Dr. Catling. 


It ODD hardly be said that Dr. Gatling of 


machine gun fame is in favor of a war, 
but there ia no doubt that both be nnd his 
business associates in this city believe the 
new typo of heavy weapon tried the other 
day at Cleveland may be made of great 
value to the United States by reason of 
luperior power. The chief element of nov- 
elty in tho new gun is structural, the steel 
being BO treated that itsflbarsare arranged 
spirally and not longitudinally. 


Dr. Gatling's name has been so long and 


intimately associated with the invention 
nnd building of guns that few remember 
what ho is a doctor of. Tho fnot is that he 
was never really a doctor "by profession at 
nil. He studied medicine when a young 
man, 
coining north from hie Carolina 


home to take his degree. 
But be didn't 


' like the healing art, and, being fond of 


mechanics, turned his attention to inven- 
tion. It thus fell out that he devised the 
first successful grain drill, taking out pat- 
ents for this most peaceful device threo 
years more than a half century ago. When 
the civil war broke out, ho Was engaged 


| in manufacturing drills at Indianapolis to 
| help the farmers raise cereals more econ- 


i omioally, and at the same time was build- 


I ing n railroad over which thoy might trans- 
| port their grain to market. He began work 
| on his rapid fire gun right after Senator's 
| uiege.

Dr. Qatling has claimed to big friends, 


though never publicly, I believe, that he 
was tho first man to think of tho screw 
propeller. 
When a youngster, he watched 


the trial of a new river steamer one day 
and was struck by the way t,bo paddles 
wasted power. So he went home and rig- 
ged up a model boat With a screw as the 
propeller. Then he bad the patent office 
searched for evidence of n prior application 
of tfcs screw principle to navigation. There 
was none; but, being called away by au 
imperative business matter, he postponed 
asking for a patent. A few weeks after- 
ward he took up the matter a second time, 
but it was then tco late. Ericsson, who 
built tho first monitor, had obtained a pat- 
ent on tho same idea in the meantime.

Model making is always ex-

the head of the navy department, for 
few of the men who are made secreta- 
ries of the navy are familiar with the 
structure of ships, and the average sec- 
retary of the navy has never been 
aboard of a naval vessel up to the time 
when he accepted office.

Under 
this system the Philadelphia, San Fran- 
cisco and Massachusetts earned $100,000 
ea,ch for their builders, the Marblehead 
$125,000, the Detroit $150,000, the Oregon

Columbia and Brooklyn §350,000 each, 
and the Minneapolis $414,GOO.

neath the waters of Bonaparte lake, in 
Jefferson county, in the Adirondack 
wilderness. 
The boat was discovered 


on the rocky bottom of the lake, ten feet 
under water, and neac the mouth of 
Green Pond cave. It was in a decayed 
condition, showing that it had been un- 
der water for many years, and was 
modeled upon lines that indicated it as 
the work of a foreign builder. 


The discovery of this boat has re- 


vived recollection of a romance of the 
locality, some three-quarters of a cen- 
tury ago, and it is believed that this 
may now complete the story of the 
mysterious disappearance of Jean Val- 
lois and his sweetheart. 


When Joseph Bonaparte, the ex-king 


of Spain, was in exile in this country, 
he spent his summers in the Adiron- 
dacks, which were not as well known 
then as they are now. It was a dream 
of the French refugees to form a great 
settlement at the foot of these moun- 
tains, but this dream was never ful- 
filled, and now a melancholy interest 
attaches to the few half obliterated 
traces of their early but futile efforts. 


Directly back of this plateau and sit- 


uated inland about two miles is a se- 
cluded sheet of water 
entirely sur- 


rounded by unusually heavy timber, 
and the fact that the trails are in- 
distinguishable to 'those not familiar 
with woodcraft indicates that it is sel- 
dom visited. It is known to the guides 
as Green lake. The banks of the little 
lake present a scene of desolation. 
Trees have fallen from year to year, 
until the shore is a mass of debris 
which seems impenetrable. It requires 
a considerable struggle with the drift- 
wood to reach the Cave of the Sepul- 
cher. as the cavern which looks down 
upon the lake is known to the guides. 
In front of this peculiar cave is a large 
flat rock, which affords a resting place. 


The entrance to the Cave of the 


Sepulcher leads in through the solid 
-rock and consists of a passageway 
about 2 feet high and 6 feet broad, ex- 
tending perhaps 10 feet, where it ends 
in an irregular shaped chamber aver- 
aging 15 feet square and 10 o% 12 feet 
high. A torch seems to make no im- 
pression on the pitchy darkness, and 
the chamber is unpleasantly damp. A 
photographic flashlight may reveal for 
a fraction of a second another passage- 
way leading beyond, which has never 
been thoroughly explored. The cavern 
is an uncanny place and the home of 
the hedgehog and possibly larger wild 
animals at some seasons. 


As its name suggests, the cave has a 


history, and- the story is closely and 
painfully connected with the last visit 
of Joseph B6naparte, due de Surveil- 


Ilers, to his Adirondack possessions. On 
that visit came with him, for the fourth 
time, a young man named Jean Vallois, 
! the younger son of one of Bonaparte's 


i former counselors, acting in the nomi- 
j nal capacity of secretary. When the 
prince left Lake Bonaparte, as it prov- 
ed, for the last time, young Vallois did 
not go with him. Three weeks before 
he had disappeared more silently and 
effectually than if the waters of the 
deep lake had closed over him. It wiu 
only after a long search, which was. 


lols d«J«etid and very much ab»tr»ct- 
ed. At Ihe dinner hour he, too, was 
found to be absent. 


With an unsatisfactory referenos to 


the disappearance of Vallois and tha 
search which was made for him, a 
search in whi<h the friends of the girl 
seem to have joined, and the grief of 
the prince at tbe loss of his favoritt, 
the story of Vallols in the memoirs of 
Bonaparte ends. 


The long years went slowly by and 


another generation came upon the 
soene. One day a surveying party, op- 
erating to the eastward of Lake Bona- 
parte, camped on the hi£h banks of 
Green lake. 
Early the next morning 


I one of the party discovered the entrance 
! to the cave. The services of the guides 
! were enlisted, and a portion was ex- 
| plored with tho aid of pine torches. In 
one corner was found a quantity of 
bones, which the surveyor insisted were 
those of a human being. On returning 
to the camp a discussion arose, and it 
was determined to make a more thor- 
ough investigation. 


A second expedition into the cave led 


to finding a sufficient number of the 
scattered bones to indicate that they 
were those of a man and a woman. Just 
before leaving- the cave tho guide picked 
up a tarnished coin. 
One side of the 


coin was burnished, and it proved to be 
a Spanish gold coin with the effigy of 
Joseph Bonaparte. 
It has frequently 


been identified as one of the coins given 
by Bonaparte to his friends as souve- 


however, entirely fruitless, 
that the 


prince departed for his home in Borden- 
town, N. J. 


On the day of the disappearance of 


Vallois a young girl, the daughter of 
one of the French settlers, who resid- 
ed a few miles from the lake, called at 
the blockhouse and had an interview 
with him. Gallantry was not seriously 
frowned upon in the house of the prince, 
and it was an open secret that Vallois 
had formed an indiscreet attachmeat 
to the. pretty mountain maid. At the 
close of the interview the girl disap- 
peared over a blind trail which led to 
the interior of the forest, leaving Val- 


nirs, and it is generally believed by the 


j mountain folk that it was carried to the 
cave by the unfortunate secretary. 


How Vallois and his sweetheart reach- 


ed the cave if, as is generally believed, 
they indeed perished there, has been 
heretofore.a sealed chapter in the his- 
tory. The bones were carefully collect- 
ed and buried on the bank above the 
cave, and a marked tree indicates the 
jspot. "La Sepulchre" has given up its 
' dead, and at last the waters of the lake 
have revealed how the lovers reached 
their place of retreat, and how, having 
lost their boat, they were left without 
the means of escape. . 


Remarkable Facts About 


=£*'*• Blackwelfs Island Prison, 


• [Copyright, 


New York, Feb. 23.—The penitentiary 


of New York county, sit'tiated on'Black- 
well's island, in the East river, is one of 
the largest, if not the Ingest, prison of 
its grade in the western hemisphere. 
In some respects it jdifEers from the 
others, though the differences are less 
striking than might be imagined. 


Warden Louis Dwight Pilsbury has 


been in charge of it for a dozen years, 
and the fact that his ,place is coveted 
by numerous New Yorjters and that ru- 
mor has marked hinv, as. one who ia 
likely to lose his official head under the 
swinging of the Tammany ax appears 
to trouble him not a xvhit. Seeing that 
he has been in the prison service of 
New York state for just half a century, 
and is an active, youthful man of 66, 
it seems unlikely that he will suffer 
grievously under any change of admin- 
istration. 


Sitting in the office of the peniten- 


tiary, I asked him what the distinctive 
features of the famous old prison were, 
but he seemed at a loss to tell. "It is 
much like all other prisons," he said, 
but as he talked along, fluently and 
easily, he mentioned some distinctive 
features. 
> 


It is more than self supporting, if the 


productive labor, both skilled and un- 
skilled, be reckoned at half what it 
would bring in the market. There.are 
quarries of excellent building stone on 
the island, and the convicts quarry and 
cut all the stone needed for the im- 
provements'- and additions constantly 
being made to the many public build- 
ings there. The office in which we sat 
Is a handsome stone building, erected, 
finished and even painted by convict 
labor, and a large wing is being added 
to the prison itself in the same way. 


Shoes,, clothing, brushes, brooms, iron 


work and exceedingly creditable print- 
Ing are turned out at the prison shops, 


they are six months in the place, and 
the.mortality is very low. 


It is an orderly prison. 
"We have 


very little, trouble," said the warden, 
"though ,there are always a few re- 
fractory - ones that have to be pun- 
ished. 
The only form of punishment 


that we use is confinement in the dark 
cell on bread.and water fare, and this 
is never continued more than 48 hours, 
for fear of some accident which might 
create scandal. 


"As .-a matter of fact," he continued, 


"I have .never been assaulted -or even 
threatened by a prisoner in all my ex- 
perience, though I was born in the 
Wethersfield prison in Connecticut and 
have been connected with prison man- 
agement fell my life. 
It is likely to 


happen at any time to any prison offi- 
cial, however, for there are many con- 
victs who are liable to go insane and 
break out violently without a moment's 
notice." 


The mention of Mr. Pilsbury's birth 


recalled the fact that his grandfather, 
Moses C. Pilsbury, was appointed ward- 
en of the New Hampshire state prison 
in 1838. He afterward built the Weth- 
ersfield prison and removed the pris- 
oners from Simsbury, which was called 
Connecticut's old Newgate. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Amos, who later built 
the Albany penitentiary and . was su- 
perintendent of that till he was suc- 
ceeded by his son, who served there and 
at the Elmira reformatory and as su- 
perintendent of state prisons until he 
took his present position on Blackwell's 
isiatid. Under his management the sys- 
tem of the great prison has become as 
nearly perfect as actual conditions can 
be made to conform to ideal theories. 


"What duty or responsibility does the 


community assume with reference to a 
convict beyond keeping him in good 
condition while he is in confinement?" 
I asked him. 


get a fresh start in life, but the objec- 
tions to that are perfectly obvious. It 
would be highly undesirable to gather 
ex-convicts together and detrimental to 
the very ones who are trying the hard- 
est to niake their way honestly, because 
the one thing that operates against 
them most frequently and seriously is 
being recognized as ex-convicts." 


"The*! you believe that they do re- 


form?" 


"I have known hundreds of cases of 


genuine reform, in which men have 
served their terms and afterward be- 
come good, valuable citizens. 
More 


than that, I have helped hundreds of 
them, personally, with small sums of 
money, and never, excepting in one in- 
stance, have they failed to pay it back 
after they became able to do so. I don't 
mean, of course, that all of them stick 
to their good resolutions even when 
they get a good stari, but many of them 
do." 


"What opportunity for amendment 


have they in prison?" 


"None beyond reading. Many of them 


cannot read, or do not care to. 
For 


them, prison life consists of nothing 
but eight hours' work, three meals and 
sleep, excepting that they may attend 
service in the chapel if they choose. It 
is not compulsory, but there are regular 
services—Catholic. Protestant and Jew- 
ish. A prisoner may attend any, but 
he must declare his choice, and then he 
is not allowed to attend any other serv- 
ices. That is because charges of undue 
influence would almost certainly be 
made." 


"What degree of personal influence is 


brought to bear on prisoners?" 


"Comparatively little. In this prison 


none is now received whose sentence 
is longer than one year, and many are 
sentenced for only 30, 60 or 90 days. 
There are 1,299 here now, and I cannot 
personally get acquainted with them. 
The keepers do to some extent, and 
there are the regular missionaries, who 
do what they can, but it all amounts to 
very little." 


"Then Blackwell's island 
offers no 


real solution to the old question—how to 
make punishment a means of improve- 
ment to the convict?"

gor'a foiden dippers" they are Horn*- 
times called, ars again in style. 
The 


United States government ordered a 
good supply of thorn tor the troops who 
n«re cent to th* cold regions of 
Alaska. No other footgear would suit 
the soldiers so well, because the mocck- 
sin is the warmest footgear in the world 
and easier to the foot than silken san- 
dals. 


Time was when the moccasin business 


was one of tho greatest of Bansor's in- 
^tustries, but now only a vestige of it 
remains. The making of moccasins be- 
gan in Kangor away back in 1S51, and 
it grew rapidly, until at one time, .soon 
after the war, there were four large fac- 


i lories and several smaller ones employ- 
ing about GOO hands and turning out 
hundreds of thousands of pairs of moc- 
casins yearly. 


The moccasin is made of common 


leather, as a rule, tanned in a peculiar 
way. Salt and alum are used in the 
process. This makes the leather soft 
and pliable, and there is a way in which, 
at some additional expense, it may be 
made waterproof. 
The secret of the 


process is known to only a few, and the 
tanning is carried on for the most part 
in Rhode Island. Leather thus tanned 
was^first used for mill belting, and it 
was years before it was discovered that 
it was good for boots and shoes of the 
easy and bulgy kind, fit. for lumbermen, 
who like to wear two or three pairs of 
stockings when they go into the woods 
and start on a three months' campaign 
with snow. 


The original moccasin .was a baggy 


and unsightly thing, but now they have 
some pretense to -symmetry and style. 
The lap seam has taken the place of the 
unsightly ridge on the side of the leg, 
and the tongue or upper, formerly all 
wrinkles, is now pressed into shape by 
machinery. There are three parts in a 
moccasin, the leg, tongue and bottom. 
The pieces are cut out, like parts o£ 
ready made clothing, a good many at a 
time, with a die, and the stitching is 
done by hand or machine, according to 
which may be the cheaper. Most moc- 
casins are all of the bright golden col- 
ored leather, tanned with salt, alum 
and oil, but some are tanned water- 
proof and are of a slightly darker color, 
while others have legs of russet leather. 
Those for the United States army are 
made as high as shoes, with patent 
horse hide lacings and thick soles. 


Common moccasins, both boots and 


shoes, are still worn by many of the 
Maine Joggers, and some are sent to the 
farmers and lumbermen of the west. 
Many lots have already gone to Alaska 
for use in the gcldfieleU, and all along 
the northern Pacific coast of the United 
States the warm yellow shoes from - 
Mains are in demand. Some very fancy 
moccasins are made of moose hide, elk 
hide and various soft skins, carefully 
tanned and profusely ornamented. 


There was a time in the moccasin's 


palmy days when a manufacturer could 
go to Boston and sell $10,000 worth of 
goods in one lot. E. A. Buck of Bangor 
once took an order of -.hat siae or. the 
sidewalk in Congress street. 
Now it 


would take a good many orders (:o make 
•up that sum. The prime cause-of the 
decline of the moccasin is the in'.reduc- 
tion of the cheap overshoe. 
A tvcent 


pair of moccasins costs from $1 £5 to 
$1.75, good ones up to S2.50 and e*en fj. 
A. pair of overshoes can be bought i'cr 
from 85 cents to $1.25. 


The King of Benin, 


The most bloodthirsty villain unhung 


is the king of Benin, in Africa. He 
used to slaughter his subjects daily for 
amusement, but when he massacred a 
party of unarmed British negotiators 
his reign ended. His palace was partly 
built of human bones and surrounded 
by countless numbers of them. . The 


I British sent an expedition to Benin and 
annexed the country and the palace. 


This king has been responsible for 


more needless-bloodshed, and sheer cru- 
elty than any other savage living. Ben- 
in, his capital city, deserves well the 
title bestowed on it of the City of Blood. 
Happily this ghoul is no longer at large. 
Ha is in the hands of the British offi- 
cials on the Gold Coast. Doubtless he 
will be transported and made an allow- 
ance by the British government. 


The British take a great deal of cred- 


it to themselves for putting an end to 
the brutal reign of the king of Benin. 
Probably they had more moral justifi- 
cation in this case of an attack on a 
native state than is usual. 


Benin, the city, is an extremely in- 


No 
white man had ever been there and left 
it alive before the British expedition 
went. The 'king's palace, was ap- 
oroached by an avenue of poles, on the 
top of which were skulls. The doorway 
of the building was made of human

Two 
slaves were always on guard with fans 
to keep flies away from his majesty. 
If a fly succeeded in alighting on an ex- 
posed part of his majesty's person, the 
two slaves were executed on the spot.

Details of tUe Meeting. 


Among the more important reports 


were those of the police and ordinance 
committees. The former reported against 
the addition of an extra patrolman to the 
force, and the latter, in its report of the 
8table ordinance, adopted the amendment 
of discretion already made public. 


All the connoilmen except Graswell, 


Hooker, Mignault and Rice were present- 
Mayor 
Cady was also in his chair 


throughout the meeting. 


The first business after the roll call was 


the announcement of the following ap- 
pointments by the mayor: board of regis- 
trars of voters, W. H. Bennett; inspector 
of animals and provisions, Dr. A. A. 
McDonell; measurer of wood, T, W. 
Eichmond. The estimates for appropria- 
tions given above was presented by the 
board of estimates and was referred with- 
out comment to the committee on finance. 


The secretary of the library trustees 


presented a request that the council act 
as soon as possible in the matter of plac- 
ing a memorial tablet in the new A. J. 
Houghton library building, in accordance 
with a vote taken last year. On motion 
of councilman Whitafcer the matter was 
left with the commissioner of public 
works, with instructions to see that the 
tablet is placed in a suitable position. 


An order was introduced calling for the 


appropriation by the city of $10,000 for 
the purchase ot land for the • normal 
school, and by vote was referred to the 
following committee, appointed by the 
chair; Conncllmen Cutting, Perry, Wills, 
Armstrong and Whitaker. 


The committee on streets reported un- 


favorably on the proposition to grant the 
Hooaac Valley street railway company 
permission to erect a waiting room on 
city land at ttreylock switch. The com- 
mittee found on investigation that such 
action would be illegal. But ia present- 
ing the report Councilman Barnard said 
for the benefit of the residents of Grey- 
lock that the committee bad done its beat 
to see if they could provide arrangements 
for such a waiting room. 


The committee on sewers reported in 


favor of the recommendation of Acting 
Mayor Thayer that the sewer privilege in 
the swamp district be granted, and that 
Qeorge N. Eich be given a rebate of taxes 
for the privilege. 


The police committee reported unfa- 


vorably on the proposition to change the 
police force by the addition of one or 
more patrolmen. This was explained by 
the need which wu felt for economy. 
The special committee on the matter of a 
hospital for contagions diseases again 
ask«d for and received more time. 


The stable ordinance was reported 


tavorably by the committee on ordi- 
nances and accepted, with the addition of 
tha amendment offered by 0. J. Parkhurst, 
giving discretionary powers to the mayor 
and council in regard to the giving of 
licenses in special oases without the neces_ 
slty of conforming to the requirements. 


The committee on claim*, in regard to 


tho North street grade matter, reported 
in fa«or of authorizing tha oita to build 


retaining walls ot specified nature pro- 
vided that the property holders will 
waive damages. 
In the matter of pro- 


viding for concerts by Clapp'e band, the 
committee asked for time, saying that it 
was necessary to await the making of the 
appropriations. 


There was no miscellaneous business, 


and the meeting adjourned with a start of 
surprise by all the members having 
broken the record with just 30 minutes 
of business. 


PUBLIC 
HEALTH IN SCHOOLS, 


Pupils to Be Examined, and Excluded 


Unless Vaccinated. 


Owing to the small-pox outbreak at 


Greenfield it was decided that precaution- 
ary measures should be taken in this city. 
Consequently the board of health has 
notified 21 physicians that they have been 
appointed to inspect the schools to ascer- 
tain what children have not been success- 
fully vaccinated, also to make note of any 
other condition or disease which should 
exclude a child from school. 


This work is to be done within a few 


days and the records made by the 
physicians will be turned over to the 
superintendent of schools, and all chil- 
dren who have not been successfully 
vaccinated will be excluded from schooj 
until they bring certificates showing that 
all debarring causes have been removed. 
This inspection does not include vaccina- 
tion. 
Where 
tiiat is necessary the 


parents will be allowed to select the 
physician to do it. 


Ten of the doctors appointed to make 


the inspection had notified the board of 
health this noon of their acceptance, and 
it is believed that all will accept, although 
the pay for their services has been placed 
at the nominal figure of |5. The board 
of health believes that the public spirit of 
the doctors would prompt them to per- 
form this service for moderate compen- 
sation, and that this belief was justified is 
shown by the prompt and favorable re- 
sponses. Under the circumstances the 
precaution taken by the board of health 
is perfectly proper and it is to be hoped 
that parents of school children will co- 
operate as cheerfully as the physicians do.
